It is easily a circumstance 
th at merits a bit of study as to h ow it 
came a boot. 
Sup p ose one goes back, just for a mo­ 
ment, to th e beginning, before th ere 
was any « clearing h ouse at ail. 
It was 
loug enough ago to be in th e days wh en 
th e h oarding of "one’s wealth in a 
stocking was not a m atter for extraor­ 
dinary comment. 
Diverse systems of 
banking carrying diverse consequences 
to th e dep ositor h ad afflicted th e coun­ 
try, and th ere were not a few wh o h ad 
' but little use for banks anyh ow’ and 
ch ose to keep tlicir funds at h ome, 
1 wh ere th ey could be alw ays obtaina­ 
ble. 
Th ese ch ary ones, th en, wanted 
to h ave th eir assets in a th orough ly 
“liquid” state. 
To do th at th ey took 
th e ch ances of fire and robbers and 
rats, kep t th eir dep osits In th eir closets 
and made th eir clearances over th eir 
own h earth stones. 
It wh s a system th at h ad certain ad­ 
vantages. 
but 
was not 
with out its 
draw backs- if one leaves out of con­ 
sideration th e element of safety in th e 
stocking bank th ere is still an objec­ 
tion of inconvenience wh en it comes 


O th e average foilowers of af­ 
fairs financial th e name of th e 
New Y’ork clearing h ouse is as­ 
sociated 
p rimarily 
with 
th e 
weekly bank statem ent 011 wh ich bro- 
* 
\ 
kers sell or buy th e market. *»s suits 
th eir disp osition, and an annual state­ 
m ent of clearings, balances and ex­ 
ch anges running into wh olly imp ossi­ 
ble figures th at are oul}’ useful for 
one wh o is p rep aring an address up on 
th e commercial greatness of th e coun­ 
try. 
To th e average outsider si 111 less 
is suggested by mention of th e New 
Y’ork clearing bouse unless p erh ap s 
th ere rem ains a memory of some early 
etudy of banks and th eir relationsh ip 
to each oth er, says th e New York 
Times. 
Go down p ast th e clearing h ouse 
building 
in 
Cedar 
street, 
between 
Broadway and Nassau, and th ere is no 
sign of great th ings h ap p ening near by. 
A doorway leading into a marble w ill­ 
ed foyer, wh ere sits an ancient guard 
reading a newsp ap er; th en a winding 
succession of stairs—more th an one 
stairw ay 
and 
h ardly 
two—and one 
comes into an up p er corridor and meets 
anoth er guard, also at h is ease. 
Inside are two p rivate offices th at 
migh t serve any large p rivate banking

h ouse and back of th em a board room, 
imp ressive in its mah ogany p aneling* 
and furniture. 
Th ere is an air of de­ 
liberation about th e wh ole p lace. 
No­ 
body sp eaks loudly; nobody ap p ears to 
h urry; nobody acts as th ough h e were 
a t th e very vortex of th e great swirling 
financial community. 
Into th ese quiet quarters h ave been 
going daily for th e last few days a 
comp any of grave faced men. 
Th ey 
meet in th e morning in th e boar 
room and are togeth er for a h alf h our,* 
an h our or longer, as th e case may be. 
W h en th ey sep arate to* leave th e build­ 
ing each is greeted at th e door by a 
knot of rep orters with a common ques­ 
tion: 
“Is everyth ing safe?” 
And th e members of th e clearing 
h ouse committee h ave answered: 
“E veryth ing is safe today. Th e usual 
ap p lications were made for assistance, 
and it will be extended.” 
Center of Land's Finance. 
It is about once in a score of years 
th at th is th ing h ap p ens. 
Wh en it does 
come about th e New York clearing 
h ouse becomes a name on every lip in 
every business center in th e land. 
It 
is no longer th e medium merely of a 
p ublish ed bank statem ent and annual 
rep ort. 
Th e fact th at all th e national 
banks in th e city th rough it h ave dem ­ 
onstrated th eir ability to meet th eir 
balances makes it th e p rimary news 
center for th e finances of th e land. 
Just recently th e Clearing House as­ 
sociation h as figured in th e news in an 
even more p rominent way. 
Certain 
gentlemen of exp losive financial m eth ­ 
ods h ave befai eliminated from th e 
banking situation. 
Th e p ap ers h ave 
said th at th e clearing h ouse did it— 
w ent so far even as to comp el one or 
more of th em to sell th eir bank stock 
and oth erwise to efface th emselves. 
Th e action isih aiied as courageous and 


to ap p lying such a system to th e ex­ 
igencies of even th e ordinary kinds of 
business. It involves carrying a great 
deal of money in one’s cloth es, wh ich 
may be not only uncomfortable, but 
unsafe. It involves p ostp oning collec­ 
tions from one’s fellow traders until 
th ey h ap i>en to h ave a sufficient amount 
of funds in th eir p ockets to settle up . 
It necessitates much making of ch ange. 
End of the Stocking Regime. 
So it is not difficult to see h ow th e 
system of letting a bank make th e 
ch ange and attend to th e oth er both er­ 
some m atters between th e man wh o 
p ays and th e man wh o receives be­ 
came a p op ular one and in measure as 
it commanded p ublic confidence sup er­ 
seded th e stocking th eory of banking. 
Th ese trite reminiscences are indulg­ 
ed in h ere to remind th e reader first 
th at confidence and credit based 
011 
confidence were essentials of th e first 
dep arture 
th at 
p ublic 
convenience 
p romp ted from th e stocking bank th e­ 
ory of doing business. And in th e sec­ 
ond p lace th ey are made in order to 
suggest th at after th e banking com­ 
munity became h igh ly develop ed, so 
th at th ere were many p eop le clearing 
th eir own p ersonal debits and credits 
th rough many banks, th e banks th em ­ 
selves came to occup y th e same rela­ 
tion tcS each oth er as regards th e trans­ 
action of th eir mutual 
business as 
th eir customers h ad occup ied each to 
th e oth ers a generation or two l>efore. 
Th e ch eck of e v e ry 
bank was a cer­ 
tificate of its own indebtedness, good 
so long as th e p erson to wh om it was 
* tendered believed th at th e individual 
wh o signed it h ad th e funds on dep osit 
and th at th e bank itself was sound. 
But, h owever readily accep ted, th e 
ch eck of Joh n D. Rockefeller or J. P. 
Morgan would h ave" no value unless 
its h avdling m eant in th e end th at th e 
actual rash was to be p aid out to th e 


p erson to wh om th e debt was due. So 
th e banks, with th eir steel and con­ 
crete vaults for th eir cup boards, kep t 
th eir funds in 
th eir stockings and 
made th eir clearances over th eir own 
counters, sending forth th eir messen­ 
gers in p erson with cash to p ay th ose 
wh o owed and would not come to col­ 
lect. 
Hence th e establish ment of th e clear­ 
ing h ouse. 
Here was a community 
knitted more and more closely togeth er 
every year by th e strength ening of 
common 
business interest, becoming 
more and more a center for th e ex­ 
ch ange 
of 
th e 
country’’s 
business, 
wh ere th e weekly clearings ran into 
th e billions of dollars and th e weekly 
exch anges of credits into th e liuudreds 
of millions. 
For each bank to keep on 
h and all th e cash needed to care for 
all th e dem ands of dep ositors every 
day meant th at p ractically all th e as­ 
sets rep resenting active accounts must 
be available at an instant's notice. 
Element of Danger. 
Th ere was an element of waste and 
an element of danger in such a situa­ 
tion as th is. 
Th e element of danger 
was th at th e banks, obliged to keep so 
large an am ount of cash on h and, 
would h ave sh ut down on th eir cus­ 
tomers wh enever th ere was th e sligh t­ 
est contraction of money, lest th ey 
find th emselves unable to make good. 
Th e element of waste lay in th e limita­ 
tions 
p laced 
up on 
th e 
investments 
wh ich th e banks migh t safely 
and 
p rofitably make of th e funds in th eir 
ch arge if only th eir actual cash out­ 
lay could be figured on th e net instead 
of on th e gross basis. 
Th e clearing 
h ouse was th e result. 
And with th e clearing h ouse came 
mutual confidence Tased up on infor­ 
mation. 
Th e member banks, first dis­ 
closing to each oth er th eir debts and 
credits every day. later recognised th e 
wisdom of making a weekly confes­ 
sion of condition. 
Side by side was 
maintained th e righ t of th e clearing 
h ouse to go in and make an exam ina­ 
tion at any time of a member bank, for 
th e clearing h ouse undertook to take 
from each bank belonging to it a state­ 
ment cf its claims against every oth er 
member bank, to balance th ose state­ 
ments, collect th e balances from th e 
debit bankS and turn th e credits over 
I to th e banks entitled to receive th em. 


Good Work Done In 18 93. 
it was back in 189 3 wh en th e clear­ 
ing h ouse last dem onstrated th at it 
was an instrum ent of safety as well as 
of convenience. 
In th e memory’ of re­ 
cent th ings one needs not h ark back 
to th e money stringency of th at time 
for illustration of w h at such a condi­ 
tion means to th e banks. 
In 1803 th e 
p eop le h ad to with draw th eir money 
from th e banks not because th ey dis­ 
trusted th e banks th emselves or th e 
meth ods by wh ich th ey were conduct­ 
ed. but because th e money was needed 
to p ay for th e necessities of business 
and p ersonal life. 
Th ere came a time 
wh en th ere was not cash enough In ac­ 
tual circulation to go around among 
th e banks if w ith draw als were to con­ 
tinue, and th e p rosp ect was for a sus- 
p ension of p aym ents not because of in­ 
solvency based on inability to p ay 
debts 111 liquidation, but inability to 
convert good assets into cash quickly 
enough to keep up with th e demands 
of dep ositors. 
Th e p lan th at was adop ted h as be- 
i come h istoric. 
In th e office of William 
Sberer, th e p resent m anager of th e 
clearing h ouse, th ere h angs a p icture 
of a group of gentlemen 
gath ered 
around a big board room table. 
At 
th e h ead of th e table is II. W. Cannon, 
th en p resident of th e Ch ase National 
bank, and around h im are T. I>. Tap - 
p an, wh o was p resident of tlie Galla­ 
tin National; G. G. Williams, th en p res­ 
ident of th e Ch emical National; Wil­ 
liam A. Nash , p resident of th e Corn 
Exch ange National, and .1. 
Edw ard 
Simmons, p resident of th e Fourth Na­ 
tional, wh o are still at th e h ead of 
th ose institutions, and E. II. Perkins, 
wh o was at th e h ead of th e Imp orters 
#aid T raders’. 
With th em were Mr. 
Sberer and 
W. .1. Gilp in, assistant 
m anager of th e clearing h ouse. 


Eliminates Cash Exchanges. 
Th e committee became known as th e 
clearing h ouse loan committee.

By th is meth od it became p ossible 
for th e banks to use all th eir funds 
for th eir over th e counter business 
with out h aving to emp loy any p art of 
th eir cash to settle th eir balances in 
th e clearing h ouse. , Th e degree of th e 
emergency may be judged from th e 
fact th at currency sold at a p remium 
of 4 p er cent, and th e banks with out 
concern for p ossible receiversh ip ap ­ 
p lications refused to p ay out cash on 
th eir ch ecks p resented in any large 
amounts until th e dep ositors could sat­ 
isfy th em th at th e money was needed 
for legitimate p urp oses. 
Th e p anic of 189 3 p assed by and 
(h ere were no bank failures in th e 
clearing h ouse circle. 
Th e names of 
th e men wh o were on th e loan commit­ 
tee of th at year went down into h is­ 
tory as h aving p erformed a great p ub­ 
lic service th at was to stand unique 
until th e crisis of October, 19 07, was 
reach ed.
